I^ondon, —  London  is  the  largest  and  richest  city  in  the 
world,  orrupying  a  surlarc  of  32  sijuare  miles,  thiekly 
planted  with  houses,  mostly  three,  four,  and  five  stones 
high;  it  contained  in  1831  a  population  of  1,471,941.  It 
consists  of  London  city,  Westminster  city,  Finsbury,  Mary- 
le-bonc.  Tower  Hamlets,  Southwark,  and  Ltmbeth  dis¬ 
tricts.  In  the  year  l>efore  last  there  entered  the  port  of 
London  3786  British  ships,  1280  foreign  .«liips;  2669 
were  registered  as  belonging  to  it,  with  32,786  seamen. 
The  London  Docks  cover  20  acres.  'I’he  two  West  India 
Dorks  cover  31  acres;  St.  Katharine’s  Dock  covers  21 
acres.  'Phere  arc  generally  about  5000  vessels  and  3000 
boats  in  the  river,  employing  8000  watermen  and  4000  la- 
Iwrers.  London  pays  about  one-third  of  the  window  duty. 
In  England  the  number  of  houses  assessed  are  aliout 
120,000,  rated  at  upwards  of  five  millions  sterling;  about 
one  third  are  not  assessed.  The  house  lental  is  probably 
seven  or  eight  millions,  including  taverns,  hotels  an«l  public 
houses.  The  retailers  of  spirits  and  beer  are  upwards  of 
10,000  ;  while  the  dealers  in  the  stalf  of  life  are  somewhat 
about  a  fourth  of  this  numlier.  Numliering  all  the  courta, 
alleys,  streets,  lanes,  places,  and  rows,  they  amount  to  up¬ 
wards  of  10,000:  and  on  account  of  their  extreme  points 
no  individual  could  pass  through  them  in  the  space  of  one  i 
whole  year. — British  and  Foreign  Com.  .idv.
